Third: (and this is what I meant 
by the butter and jam on the lease- 
lend bread) Appleby believes, and 
he told the British so, that the Unit- 
ed States has a post-war goal in its 
extra-production efforts. That goal 
is to build up a better home-con- | 
sumption market for the American | 
farmer—and all farmers—and the | 
British are expected to co-operate. 

As to the first point, Mr. Appleby 
was chary about giving out facts 
and figures. He did assure me, 
however, that quantitatively the | 
United States is now delivering at | 
British ports an amount of food suf- | 
ficient to take care of the basic | 
needs of the population, civil and 
military. That means there are | 
enough ships to handle and deliver, 
taking sinkings into consideration, 
this minimum tonnage. So if the 
present amount of tonnage is limit- 
ed and the type of food required for | 
a balanced diet is raised in the | 
United States, the islands will not 
starve. Although the British will 
be getting on with a lot less than | 
they are used to, they will have 
enough of the right kind of food to 
do the job they are expected to do. 


Complaining ‘Wasn’t Done’ 
According to Appleby, even when | 

the pinch was at its worst early last 

spring, popular opinion in England | 


was such that morale was not af- 
fected seriously. Complaining sim-

You see many of these prod- 
ucts, in fact most of them, the 
United States had never exported at 


| ali before and American officials 


did not have experience in the best 
packaging methods. For instance, 
there were lessons in packaging and 
labeling to be learned about cheese. 

The Americans suggested to the 
British that it would be easier to 
arouse the sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of people in this country if they 
knew just what this food was being 
used for—say, one thing for school 
children, another for babies, some- 
thing else for workers. 

The British showed a break-down 


in the statistics was impossible be- 
| cause of exceedingly abnormal con- 


ditions of transportation. There is, 
instance, uncertainty as to 
where a given ship is gcing to land, 
what railroad will be available for 
shipments. Then, too, there are 
many difficulties of administration 
which make it impossible to chan- 
nel special shipments to special 
points or assign them to special 
groups. 


| Distribution Control 


Another thing the Americans ex- 
amined thoroughly was the control 
by the government of distribution 
of the products. All food belongs 


to the British government which 
turns meat over directly to the re- 
tailer and the other material to the 
wholesaler. The Americans say 
they were convinced that no prof- 
iteering exists in this procedure. 
Although we have been able te 
bring lease-lend shipments up to 8 
per cent of British food consump- 
tion in tonnage, and 20 per cent im 
value, that does not mean that our 
problem as far as production goes 
is solved. It is easy to provide a 
lot of things the British do not need, 
and hard to get some of the things 
they need most. For example: The 
British wanted 30 per cent of our 
whole navy bean crop. Navy beans 
were encouraged and American 
farmers produced 35 per cent more 
navy beans than normal. But 
a cow can’t act that quickly when 
you ask for more calves, and when 
you get the calves it takes them 
longer to produce a quart of milk 
than it does for a garden to sprout 


| a bean. 


Cheese is another product that 
does not leap out of the ground. In 
some places you have to plant, not 
only the cow to produce the milk 
but you have to produce a factory 
to process the milk into cheese. 

Now, as to point No. 2: What 
the American farmer is going te 
get out of all this. Mr. Appleby— 
expressing, I take it, the opinion of 
the department of agriculture and 
the government—feels very definite 
ly that the American farmer must 
Have a profit motive to bring about 
this extra production and likewise 


, a profit when he has produced it. 


What About 6 Per Cent? 


“Mr. Morgenthau,’”’ I said, ‘be 
lieves that business ought to be ak 
lowed to make only 6 per cent on 
its investment in the emergency.” 

“Well,” said Mr. Appleby, “‘if the 
farmer got 6 per cent and wages

Menlo Park’s Liquor 
Fee Share Is $388 


Distribution to California cities 
| and counties of $1,583,490.10 as their 
share of alcoholic beverage license 
fees earned during the first half of 
1941, was announced by George R. 
Reilly, First District Member of the 
State Board of Equalization. Menlo 
Park’s share is $388.12. 

The allocation represents one-half 
of the $3,166,980.20 earned by the 
Board during the six-month period 
ended June 30. The State’s share 
goes into the general fund. 

Of the total to be distributed in 
San Mateo County, $15,976.87 will go 
to the unincorporated area, while 
$99.38 has been allocated to Ather- 
ton on the basis of actual licenses 
issued. Palo Alto gets $175. 

Reilly pointed out that with the 
current allocation cities and coun- 
ties throughout the State have re- 
ceived, since the repeal of prohibi- 
tion, a total of $19,371,754.26. This 
huge sum has been collected and 
distributed by the Board at no cost 
to the local governmental units. 

Board members explained that a 
logical use of these funds would be 
to aid the State in the enforcement 
of the Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act inasmuch as this duty is held 
jointly by State and local peace of- 
ficers.

Cooperation of the home, the school 
and the state in dealing with the 
problem of alcoholic beverages as 
they pertain to minors was agreed 
upon Tuesday at a conference’ of 
school and Parent-Teacher offi- 
cials with Commissioner George R. 
Reilly, member of the State Board 
of Equalization for this district. The 
conference was held at the San Ma- 
teo High Schoor, and was attended 
by high school prinvipals, the presi- 
dent of the junior college, and rep- 
resentatives of county Parent-Tea- 
cher groups. 

Miss Pansy Jewett Abbott, county 
superintendent of schools, headed 
the school contingent, and the Pa- 
rent-Teacher group was led by Mrs. 
George Bruns, president of the 17th 
District. Francis McConville, super- 
intendent of the San Mateo High 
School District, presided. 

Commissioner Reilly explained to 
the parents and teachers the great 
job facing the state in dealing with 
alcoholic beverage control and min- 
ors. He painted out that if the state 
must have the support of the home, 
the school and the church. Without 
these, he explained, little lasting 
progress toward a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem could be achiey- 
ed.

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STATE TO BE OUT OF RED 
BY NEXT JULY SAYS RILEY 


| State Controller Harry B. Riley 
predicted today that California will 
be out of the red by next July if 
the state’s present financial trend 
continues. 

Citing figures to show rapidly im- 
proving conditions, Riley said that 
if revenue continues to roll in as 
at present and there are no special 
appropriations by the legislature, 
| the state will start the new fiscal 
year on a cash basis. 

In the three months prior to Oct. 
1, the sales tax produced $9,264,191 
more than’in the corresponding 
period last year. Expenditures were 
lower, due principally to the aban- 
donment of the unemployment re- 
lief program, Riley said. 

As a result the general fund cash 
deficiency dropped to $34,718,560 as 
compared with $68,854,082 on s 
30, 1940, a reduction of $34,135,522,

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COUNCIL'S POSITION ON CENTER-STRIP 
PAVING SOUGHT BY HIGHWAY BOARD 


The City Council has been re- 
quested to make known its senti- 
ment on the proposed center strip 
for El Camino Real through Menlo 
Park, it was reported today. 


The request came from the state 
highway commission, which, as ex- 
clusively announced in The Record- 
er last week, plans to let bids on 
or shortly after Oct. 29, the deadline 
for receiving them. 


Last June the city was informed 
by the highway department of its 
plan for a center strip similar to 
the one on the completed sector of 
the widened highway at Redwood 
City. 

Meanwhile, delays have been en- 
countered in the moving of business 
buldings back 34 feet from the pres- 
ent highway boundary. The Cam- 
pagne building removal now has 
been set for Nov. 3, and bids have 
reportedly been called for the mov- 
ing of the Duff & Doyle and the 
Menlo Hardware Co. stores, among 
others. 


The telephone company, which 
has set the pace in the effecting of 
line changes incidental to the con- 
struction of the highway. The city 
was asked by the telephone com- 
pany to assume responsibility for 
the removal of poles upon which 
traffic signals are secured if the 
firm trims the poles. 


The telephone company expects to 
have all its wires removed from the 
highway by the end of the month. 

Text of the letter follows: 

“In connection with the removal 


of poles and cables owned by this 
company along El Camino Real 


through Menlo Park, it is noted 


that the City of Menlo Park main- 
tains electric wires and traffic sig- 
nals on three of the poles which are 
to be removed under our plans. 
These poles are located on the west
